Washington, D. C., Jan 
S.—In the 
recent 
discovery

defeat 
of that measure has resulted in the 
shelving by Great Britain of the pro­ 
posed treaty with the United States 
establishing a joint committee to reg­ 
ulate railroad and other public utilities 
doing business in Canada and this 
country , a new and far-reaching effect 
of the rejection of reciprocity by Can­ 
ada last fall was disclosed. 
There is now no doubt that this im­ 
portant project is dead. At the British 
embassy it is admitted that it is ‘‘slum­ 
bering,’* with no signs now apparent 
of its repose being disturbed so far a' 
England is concerned. 
On equally 
good authority it was further learned 
that the triumph of the forces oppos­ 
ing reciprocity was the death blow to 
the project so much desired by both 
the Taft and Laurier administrations. 
These anti-reciprocity forces were ex ­ 
tremely active in England as well a~ 
in Canada, and their victory at the 
Canadian |m>1Is has now resulted in the 
British government shelving the ne­ 
gotiations for the joint international 
commerce commission. 
The United States can do nothin ’ 
toward bringing the matter to life, as 
the treaty was offered to Great Britain 
by this government. 
In the absence 
of any response from the British gov­ 
ernment the state department can dn 
nothing hut fold its hands and wait. 
Present indications are that its waiting 
will be in vain until the policies rep­ 
resented by Sir Wilfred Laurier again 
come into the ascendancy in Canada 


WANTON MURDER 


New York Police Puzzled by Mysteri­ 


ous Double Tragedy. 
New York. Jan. S.—In one tiny room 
in the rear of the tenement at 101 Nor­ 
folk 
street, Isaac Futterman, aged 
eighty , and Rebecca, his wife, died at 
the hands of an enemy . Though neigh­ 
bors were packed in the rooms above 
and below, their blood was shed so se­ 
cretly some time on Wednesday last, 
so the police fix the time, that it was 
not until Sunday that the hundred peo­ 
ple in the tenement knew that for day s 
a quarter-inch 
of 
pine 
board 
had 
screened murder from their ey es. 
They would not nave known then if 
it had not been that Aaron Futterman, 
the only son, came down to the Nor­ 
folk street tenement to pay a visit to 
his parents. 
Finding the door locked 
he called the police. The body of Isaac 
sat on the edge of a couch bed with 
the shoulders 
propped 
against 
the 
wall behind. 
His right ey e was gone 
and the empty socket showed a wound 
that had penetrated to the brain; such 
a wound as might have been made by 
a butcher’s steel or some other dull- 
pointed, slender object pushed vicious­ 
ly upward through the ey e and into 
the brain. There was another wound 
which was plainly vicious mutilation, 
done after death had been caused, and 
inspired by no possible motive ex cept 
insane revenge. The body of Rebecca, 
the aged wife, was found huddled in a 
feather bed, with two great feather 
comforters, such as the Russians use. 
piled high upon it. The woman’s right 
ey e was gone. 
A wound had been 
made there similar in every respect to 
the w mnd that had been the death of 
Isaac. 
No finger prints were found 
and th re was no sign of a struggle. 
Futterman said that his parents were 
comfortably well off, but that he knew 
his father had never kept much money 
in his rooms. 
He had a bank account. 
Pol leer' °n on guard at the door of 
the tenement had to fight to quiet a 
daughter of the dead pair, who raved 
and struggled in her efforts to get into 
the room where the bodies lay . 
This 
woman, Etka Futterman, the police 
later decided to hold as a material 
witness in the case. They believe that 
she is insane and have uncovered evi­ 
dence which indicates that Etka Fut- 
terman, 
strangely 
powerful, 
knew 
much about the manner in which the 
aged patriarch and kindly dispenser of 
charity , and his wife had l>een slain.

Four Thousand Disabled Children of 
New York to Benefit From Sale 
of Youth’s Photographs— 
Rockefeller Helped. 


New 
York.— The 
Christmas 
time 
is a good occasion to tell the story ol 
“ Sm iling Jo e.” 
He's a 
little 
New 
York boy who spent four years of his 
life strapped to a board. 
He 
suffered incense pain 
all 
the 
time. 
He had 
tuberculosis of 
the 
spine. 
Through it all he smiled. 
Now 
"Sm iling Jo e " is 
cured. 
For 
two 
years he has 
been able to run and play 
and go to school like other boys. 
Of course he's thankful for 
that. 
He’s more than thankful still that he 
has been the means of raising a quar­ 
ter of a million dollars to build a new 
hospital for the 4,000 other New York 
children afflicted. 
Before New Year's day work will 
be begun on the hospital at Rockaway 
Beach— a hospital exclusively for the 
treatm ent Of nonpulmonary tuberculo­ 
sis in children. 
It w ill be the gift of 
the New York Association for Im prov­ 
ing the Condition of the Poor of the 
C ity of New- York. 
It will occupy a 
portion of the new 
Seaside park at 
Rockaway Beach which has been pur­ 
chased by the city, and when 
com­ 
pleted w ill take tile place of the fa­ 
mous Sea Breeze hospital 
at 
Coney 
Island. 
Four thousand tripled children from 
New York w ill be given the seashore 
and open air treatm ent at the hospital 
when it is completed. 
They w ill have 
to thank “ Sm iling Joe s" photograph 
that raised the money. 
When the officials of the New York 
Association for Improving the Condi­ 
tion of the Poor 
decided 
to 
raise 
funds to build five years ago they put 
“ Sm iling Jo e ’s” photograph on all the 
letters they sent out as well as all 
the advertising in connection with the 
project. 
“ Sm ilng Jo e ” was then a patient in 
the Sea Breeze hospital, strapped to a 
board. 
He could move only his head 
and hands, yet everyone who stopped 
at his bedside was greeted 
with 
a 
smile. 
One day Theodore Roosevelt visit­ 
ed the hospital and came to his cot. 
“ This is little Joe Marion,” said one 
of the doctors. 
“ He is suffering from 
tuberculosis of the spine, but we ex 
pect to cure him.” 
The president 
approached 
closer 
and looked at the bundle of white ly­ 
ing on the cot. 
"Poor little fellow,” said the presi­ 
dent and his eyes 
welled 
up 
with 
tears. 
But Joe didn’t cry. 
His lace broke 
Into a smile. 
“ He alw ays smiles,” said one of the 
doctors. 
"That's why we call 
him 
‘Sm iling Joe.' ” 
Advertisements 
with 
‘ Smiling 
Jo e ’s” picture were inserted in news­ 
papers and magazines 
all over 
the 
country. 
Money began to pour 
in. 
Children sent 
nickels 
and 
dimes. 
John D. Rockefeller and other rich 
men 
sent 
large 
checks. 
Smiling 
Joe's” face touched the hearts of rich 
and poor alike, 
in 
less 
than 
two 
years the desired quarter of a million 
dollars was raised 
Then came the panic in 19u7. 
The 
city was unable to provide a site and 
the money was held in trust until hap­ 
pier days. 
Now a site has been ob­ 
tained and 
plans for 
the 
buildings 
have been completed. 
W ithin a year 
the hospital w ill be completed and I d 
operation 
But 
what of 
little 
Joe 
Marlon 
whose smile made all this possible? 
Before the last dollar of the quarter 
of a million dollar fund was 
raised 
“ Sm iling Jo e ” was cured. 
After being 
strapped to a 
board for more 
thaD 
four years he was discharged as strong 
and healthy 
as 
any 
eight-year-old 
youngster in New York. 
The treatment had 
done for 
him 
what it had done for scores or others, 
and “ Sm iling Jo e ” went home to his 
father and mother.

Washington.— The death rate in the 
United States last 
year showed an 
increase of one-half of one per cent 
over the previous year, according to 
the census bureau figures. 
The rate 
in 1910 was 14.7 a thousand against 
14.2 in 1909. 
The returns relate to the census bu­ 
reau's death registration area, which 
included for the year 1910 an esti­ 
mated midyear population of 53,843,- 
896 persons, or 58.3 per cent of the 
total population of continental United 
States. 
This area comprises certain 
entire states and also certain cifies 
in other states. 
From this area the 
census bureau received transcripts of 
805,412 
deaths, 
exclusive 
of 
still 
births, corresponding to a death rate 
of 15 per 1,000 population. 
This rate, 
although slightly higher than that for 
the preceding year, 14,4, is a low one. 
and represents a very favorable con­ 
dition of the public health. 
The year 
1909 was one of rem arkably low mor­ 
tality. 
The variation in the general rates 
among the several states is not very 
great, ranging from 10 per 1,000 for | 
Washington, the lowest,

17.3 
for 
New Hampshire, the highest. 
In 1909

charged by Constable Jones, the mag­ 
istrate has the power to impose fines 
ranging from $6,345 to $29,650. 
Constable Jones found a launch at 
Delaware C ity rontaining 854 flsh of 
various kinds, and he is said to have 
learned that it was owned by Hall, 
and that the flsh had been caught in 
the Chesapeake and Delaware canal 
with the aid of nets, which is against 
the law. 
The statute gives the magis 
trate authority to fine such violators 
from five to twenty-five 
dollars 
for 
each fish found in their possession that 
was caught In a net in 
the 
canal. 
There being 854 flsh, Hall. 
If guilty, 
can be fined from $4,270 to 
$21,350. 
The 
constable 
found 
in 
the 
canal 
eighty-three pike nets, which, it is al­ 
leged. we-e owned by Runnell. 
A fine 
o f not less than $25 nor more than 
$100 for each and every net is provid­

STOP KILLING TURTLE DOVES 


State to End Great Slaughter of Birds 
of Inestimable Value to 
Farmers. 


New York.— Backed by almost every 
agricultural organization in the coun 
try, special efforts to check the slaugh­ 
ter of turtle doves, w hich destroy thou­ 
sands of weed seeds at one meal, are 
being madp by the National Associa 
tion of Audubon Societies in this city. 
Before the birds fly south, after a sum 
mer of eating 
weeds 
that 
menace 
crops, it is planned to avert the mur­ 
derous fusillade that butchers millions 
of them annually in the southern and 
southwestern states. 
As one step in 
this direction, the Audubon workers 
have succeeded In causing the estab­ 
lishment of a state game commission 
in Georgia. 
That each wild dove 
can 
destroy 
more weeds in a day than 
the 
most 
vigorous farm hand equipped with a 
hoe, has been demonstrated to farm­ 
ers in various sections by investiga­ 
tions of the government biological sur 
vev 
In the stomachs of three doves. 
23,100 seeds of 
hawkweed. 
foxtail, 
wood-sorrel, paspalum, and other dam­ 
aging growths were discovered. 
They 
had been plucked from the fields as 
one dinner by each feathered weeder. 
Every day in the year the doves take 
64 per cent, of their food in weed seeds 
from farm land. 
Much of the $500,000,000 that 
the 
farmers of Am erica pay each year for 
labor might be saved by the natural 
increase of the dove weed killers, it is 
argued 
Yet in peanut 
and 
wheat 
fields of the south as many as 4,000 of 
the birds are known to 
have 
been 
butchered at a single shooting 
Some­ 
times they are lured by illegal baiting 
In Texas, Kansas and Oklahoma 
a 
fight Is being made by the farmers to 
have them protected, while the people 
of California have defeated an attempt 
to abolish the close season on shoot­ 
ing them.

The body of Isaac 
sat on the edge of a cou ch bed with 
the 
shou lders 
p rop p ed 
a gainst 
the 
wall behind. 
His right eye was gone 
and the em p ty sock et showed a wou nd 
tha t had p enetrated to the brain; su ch 
a wou nd as might have been m ade by 
a b u tc he r’s steel or some othe r du ll- 
p ointed, slender object p u shed viciou s­ 
ly u p w ard throu gh the eye and into 
the brain. 
T here was another wou nd 
which was p lainly viciou s m u tilation, 
done a fte r death had been cau sed, and 
insp ired by no p ossible m otive excep t 
insane revenge. T he body of Rebecca, 
the aged wife, was fou nd hu ddled in a 
fe a the r bed, with two great feather 
com forters, su ch as the R u ssians u se. 
p iled high u p on it. T he w om an's right 
eye was gone.

F u tte rm a n said tiiat his p a re nts were 
com fortably well off. bu t tha t he k new 
his father had never k ep t m u ch money 
in his room s.

Policem an on gu ard at the door of 
the tenem ent had to fight to qu iet a 
d au ghte r of the dead p air, who raved 
and stru ggled in he r efforts to get into 
the room w here the bodies lay.

Magistrate’s Power Great in Case of 
Illegal Fishing in Chesapeake and 
Delaware Canal. 


Wilming ton. 
Del.— H arry 
Hall 
of 
Delaware City *x nd Benjamin Runnell 
of Chesapeake City , Md.. will be g iven 
a hearing before 
M ag istrate 
Lewis 
and, if they are found g uilty of vio­ 
lating the state 
fishing 
laws, 
as 
charg ed by Constable Jones, the mag ­ 
istrate has the pow er to impose fines 
rang ing from $6,345 to $29 ,650. 
Constable Jones found a launch at 
Delaware City containing 8 54 fish of 
various kinds, and he is said to have 
learned that it was owrned by Hall, 
and that the fish had been caug ht in 
the Chesapeake and Delaware canal 
with the aid of nets, which is ag ainst 
the law. 
The statute g ives the mag is 
trate authority to fine such violators 
from five to twenty -five 
dollars 
for 
each fish found in their possession that 
was caug ht in a net In 
the 
canal. 
There being 8 54 fish, Hall, if g uilty , 
can be fined from $4,270 to 
$21,350. 
The constable 
found 
In 
the canal 
eig hty -three pike nets, which, it is al­ 
leg ed. were owned by Runnell. 
A fine 
of not less than $25 nor more than 
$100 foi each and every net is provid­ 
ed under the law, so Runnell, if g uilty , 
can be fined from $2,07c 
to 
$8 ,300. 
The launch, fish and nets have been 
seized as evidence and the fish will 
be turned over to the local charitable 
institutions if tbe owner be convicted. 


DEATHS SHOW AN INCREASE

Washing ton.—The death rate in the 
United States last y ear showed an 
increase of one-half of one per cent 
over the previous y ear, according to 
the census bureau fig ures. 
The rate 
in 19 10 was 14,7 a thousand ag ainst 
14.2 in 19 09 . 
The returns relate to the census bu­ 
reau’s death reg istration area, which 
included for the y ear 19 10 an esti­ 
mated midy ear population of 53,8 43,- 
j 
i 8 9 6 persons, or 58 .3 per cent of the 
total population of continental United 
States. 
This area comprises certain | 
entire states and also certain cRies 
in other states. 
From this area the 
census bureau received transcripts of 
8 05,412 
deaths, 
ex clusive 
of 
still­ 
births, corresponding to a death rale 
of 15 per 1,000 population. 
This rate, 
althoug h slig htly hig her than that for 
the preceding y ear, 14.4, is a low one, 
and represents a very favorable con­ 
dition of the public health. 
The y ear 
19 09 was one of remarkably low m or­ 
tality . 
The variation in the g eneral rates 
among the several states is not very 
g reat, rang ing from 10 per 1,000 for 
Washing ton, the lowest, 
to 
17.3 
for 
New Hampshire, the hig hest. 
In 19 09 
the death rate for W ashing ton was 
9 .8 and for New Hampshire it was 
10.9, there being thus 
a 
slig ht 
in­ 
i'i vase in 1910 
over 
the 
previous 
y ear. 
While the death rate per 1,000 
population in North 
Carolina, 
18 .7, 
was actually g reater than 
for 
New 
Hampshire, this fig ure includes only 
municipalities having a population of 
1,000 or over in 1900. 
In 19 09 North 
Carolina was a nonreg istration state 
Colorado 
is the 
only reg istration 
state reporting 
a decrease 
in 
the 
death rate per 1,000 population. 
in 
19 09 the fig ures for this state were

STOP KILLING TURTLE DOVES 


State to End Great Slaughter o f Birds 
o f Inestimable Value to 
Farmers. 


New York.—Backed by almost every 
ag ricultural org anization in the coun 
try , special efforts to check the slaug h­ 
ter of turtle doves, which destroy thou­ 
sands of weed seeds at one meal, are 
being made by the National Associa­ 
tion of Audubon Societies in this city . 
Before the birds fiv south, after a sum 
mer of eating 
weeds 
that 
menace 
crops, it is planned to avert the m ur­ 
derous fusillade that butchers millions 
of them annually in the southern and 
southwestern states. 
As one step in 
this direction, the Audubon workers 
have succeeded in causing the estab­ 
lishment of a state g ame commission 
in Georg ia. 
That each wild dove 
can 
destroy 
more weeds in a day than 
the 
most 
vig orous farm hand eq uipped with a 
hoe. has been dem onstrated to farm ­ 
ers in various sections by investig a­ 
tions of the g overnment biolog ical sur­ 
vey 
in the stomachs of three doves. 
22,100 seeds of 
hawkweed, 
fox tail, 
wood-sorrel, paspalum, and other dam ­ 
ag ing g rowths were discovered. 
They 
had been plucked from the fields as 
one dinner by each feathered weeder. 
Every clay in the y ear the doves take 
64 per cent of their food in weed seeds 
from farm land. 
Much of the $500,000.000 that 
the 
farm ers of America pay each y ear for 
labor mig ht be saved by the natural 
increase of the dove weed killers, it is 
arg ued 
Yet in peanut 
and 
w heat 
fields of the south as many as 4,000 of 
the birds are known to 
have 
been 
butchered at a sing le shooting . 
Some­ 
times they are lured by illeg al baiting 
In Tex as. Kansas and Oklahoma 
a 
fig ht Is being made by the farmers to 
have them protected, while the people 
of California have defeated an attem pt 
to abolish the close seasou on shoot­ 
ing them.

side of Cook Inlet, at the entrance

Fritz cove, and obtained data for the

the 
position of

Perousse g lacier on Icy bay . 
The g reat mass of 
ice 
has been 
shifting its position and 
the Wash­ 
ing ton (D. C.) officers of the surv ey 
service ordered a new survey of the 
g lacier. 
The data obtained 
by 
the 
McArthur staff will be sent east and 
a comparison with the data made at 
the former survey will determine just 
how much the big g lacier has mo v ed. 
The staff of 
the 
McArthur 
also 
made a survey of the shoals off .Mar­ 
tin island, where the steamship Port­ 
land of the Alaska-Pacific Steamship 
company struck, and definitely located 
the big submerg ed rock at the north 
end of 
Doug las 
Island, which 
ha» 
caused several wrecks and has been 
a constant menace to navig ation. The 
rock, althoug h nearly 500 ieet sq uare, j 
had never been charted. 
Officers of 
the McArthur assert that the Portland 
did not strike on an uncharted rock, 
as at first supposed, but stranded on 
a sharp ledg e of rocks ou which the 
g overnment 
had

National Reserve Association Is 


Now Proposed. 


MONETARY COMMISSION PLAN 


Report Subm itted to Congress Today 


Proposes the Creation of a General 


C learing 
House Association 
Under 


D irection of President F o r Purpose 


of Sustain ing Com m ercial and Pub­ 


lic C red it of the Country. 


Washington, Jan. 8. — Representing 
four years' labor in studying the finan 
cials systems of this and the principal 
countries 
of 
Europe, 
the 
national 
monetary commission's report outlines 
a plan for the establishment of a Na­ 
tional Reserve association, the selec­ 
tion of the governor of which is to he 
left to the president, the secretary of 
the treasury, the secretary of agricul­ 
ture, the secretary of commerce and 
labor, and the comptroller,of the cur­ 
rency, being ex-officio members of the 
board of directors. 
The committee in its report, which 
was sent to congress today, makes in­ 
teresting comment on the purposes of 
the system, its probable effects and on 
the question of control. 
“ In providing for the creation for 
specific purposes of this new repre­ 
sentative organisation it bas been the 
aim of the commission to follow in its 
distribution of powers and control our 
governmental structure and to co-ordi­ 
nate independent and local district or­ 
ganizations through an effective cen­ 
tral agency for mutual co-operation," 
says the report, 
“ i. this respect, as 
well as in its functions, the National 
Reserve association differs radically 
from the conception of a central bank 
on European lines. 
Its sources of au­ 
thority are democratic and not auto­ 
cratic. 
Instead 
of 
overshadowing 
hanks 
it is their representative; its 
controlling forces are individual banks 
who impose ixdieies upon and grant 
powers to its managers. 
“ The National Reserve association 
is made the channel through which lo­ 
cal banking institutions exercise their 
federated powers, 
it is in effect an 
evolution of the clearing house idea 
extended to include an effective cen­ 
tral organization. 
It is not a hank, but 
a co-operative union of all the banks 
of the country with very limited and 
clearly defined functions. 
First, it 
holds a portion of the cash reserves of 
the banks of the United States with 
provision for their use only for specific 
purposes; 
second, it is granted the 
power to issue circulating notes under 
strict governmental regulations; third, 
through the maintenance of its own 
reserves and the character and extent 
of its resources, it is required to sus­ 
tain the credit of the banks and of the 
country under all circumstances. 
All 
of its operations are confined to or in­ 
cidental to these purposes, the only 
exception being the transaction of its 
business as the financial agent of the 
government of the United States. 
In 
times of trouble it takes Individual 
banks from a condition of helpless iso­ 
lation 
and 
dependence 
and 
places 
them in a position where their integ 
rlty 
and 
independence 
is 
assured 
through an unfailing source of sup- 
l>ort. 
It is outside of and supplemen­ 
tal to the existing system and not a 
competitor in any sense with existing 
banks. 
It provides for an equality of 
privilege and advantages to all banks 
great and 
small, wherever located 
Its dominating principle is co-opera 
tion and not centralization. 
Its or 
ganization is of a form and nature that 
will effectually prevent the control of 
its operation by political or .other in­ 
terests, local or national. 
For obvious 
reasons the National Reserve assoeia 
tion is required to keep its assets in 
liquid form and its rediscounts, dis­ 
counts and investments are confined 
to short term paper or government se­ 
curities.

Philadelphia, Jan. 8.— Orders have 
been issued to every police station to 
arrest on sight William Flannagan, 
whose wife, ten-year-old daughter and

Sunday morning under 
highly mysterious conditions in the 
Flannagan home in North Twenty 
fourth street. 
Flannagan. after a quarrel with his 
wife, left her about ten days ago. 
Be­ 
sides the four sudden deaths in the 
Flannagan house, Mrs. Hannah Cur 
ran, the sister of Mrs. Flannagan, and 
three other occupants of the house 
were taken sick on Saturday, and the 
officials are divided in their opinions 
between ptomaine poisoning, cyanide 
end coal gas as the cause of the sud­ 
den deaths. 


A n other Ecuadoran Revolution.

B!G VESSELS TOSSED 


BY THE WINTBY GALE 


Battleship Fleet Crippled On 


Way to Cafea. 


Norfolk, Va., Jan. 8.— In the storm 
that swept the entire Atlantic coast 
Friday practically every ship in the 
Atlantic fleet, now en route to Cuba, 
was damaged. 
So far only two lives 
have been reported lost and both of 
these were from the cruiser Salem, 
which is now creeping along the coast 
on her way to the Norfolk navy yard 
The two men who lost their lives on 
the Salem were Taylor Bagwell of Bell 
Haven. Va., and Herman Goldstein of 
New York city. 
Ten other men who 
were caught by the same wave that 
washed their less fortunate shipmates 
overboard were picked up from the 
deck by comrades. 
These men, it is 
said, fell face downward on the deck 
and managed to remain on the ship 
by grabbing hold of chains and the 
railing. 
Sixteen other men, it is re­ 
ported*. were injured by being thrown 
about the ship. 
The cruiser, wallow­ 
ing in the high seas, was first up and 
then down, and the men were hurled 
with terrific force from one side of the 
ship to the other. 
The cruiser Dixie was hard hit hy 
the storm and she is reported to have 
been completely disabled. 
The Dixie 
was further down the coast than the 
Salem, and she is being towed int > 
Bermuda by two battleships. 
The bai 
tleshlp 
Delaware lost 
two lifeboats 
and the steam launch, and the Connec­ 
ticut, 
W ashington 
and 
Birmingham 
also suffered. 
The Delaware, one of 
the latest dreadnaughts of the navy, 
strange to say, appears to have suf­ 
fered more than the Connecticut and 
some of the smaller ships. 
According 
to reports received here the Delaware 
suffered in proportion almost as much 
damage as the Salem and Dixie, but 
did not lose any of her crew'. 
The wind, it is said, reached a ve­ 
locity of seventy miles an hour, and 
seas were so high that water poured 
down the smokestack of the Salem and 
pome sm aller vessels. 
W ild rumors 
of warships having gone down during 
the storm are denied by naval officials. 
Not a single ship was lost, and the 
cruiser Birmingham, which 
was re­ 
ported sunk, pulled through the storm 
with less damage than some of the 
Digger vessels.
